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LAST DITCH PROTEST 


Council hears multi-million pound Charles Street development plans 


PROTESTORS once again took to the steps of County 
Hall to voice their dislike for the proposed Charles 
Street development. 

Around 50 members of the public and councillors 
waved placards denouncing the controversial Dorch¬ 
ester plans on the day they went before West Dorset 
District Council.

A special meeting of the development control com¬ 
mittee was called to discuss the proposed £60million 
redevelopment scheme. 

The protest was organised by Dorchester north Coun-

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cillor Andrew Canning. He said: “We have just got to 
keep apposing this development, the people of Dorch¬ 
ester are dead against it. 

“People are against the principle and against the 
whole plan. It will really spoil South Walks. 

“Bearing in mind the meeting was held in the after¬ 
noon when most people cannot come because of work, 
I think it was a good turnout today. 

“There is an overwhelming amount of people against 
this planning application. I’m here to represent the peo¬ 
ple of Dorchester, and I can say 80 - 90 per cent of the 
people are against it. 

“We want the final decision to be taken by an inde¬ 
pendent planning inspector. We at Dorchester Town 
Council don’t feel it’s right the same people who want 
the development are the ones voting on the applica¬ 
tion.” 

Controversy has followed the application through all 
stages, an historic parish poll saw opinion fall over¬ 
whelmingly on the side of rejecting the plans amid a 
public out-cry at WDDC’s insistence on pushing ahead 
with their £10.7million council offices at the site. 
The Charles Street planning application also includes a 
range of new shops - including supermarket giant Wait- 
rose - over 146,000 sq ft of retail space, a new public 
car park with 485 spaces, a 60-bedroom hotel, afford¬ 
able housing, new public toilets, and a proposed new 
library and adult learning centre for Dorset County 
Council. 

WDDC Councillors heard impassioned pleas by 23 
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residents during the meeting, including Dorchester 
town crier Alistair Chisholm who said: “Not since 
Vespian have the wishes of local people been trampled 
on so arrogantly by the authorities. 

“West Dorset District Council has given every appear¬ 
ance of wishing to develop Charles Street at any price.” 

He also denounced the development as “something 
that would be at home in Milton Keynes or Slough”, 
adding: “Obviously this is the most monstrous thing 
that could happen to the town, and flies in the face of 
what the people of Dorchester want to do.”

■ WHEN did you first start photography? 

I started photography about seven or eight-years-ago. 
I went to Gill Elliott’s course, a local photography 
tutor. She was the sort of inspiration I needed and she 
really got me going. She helped us to think about our 
photography in a different way. 

■ HAD you always taken photographs? 

I’d always taken snaps but when I had my children I 
thought I really wanted to be a bit more creative with 
my photography and I really enjoy it. This is my first 
outing into open studios and Arts Fest and I’m really 
enjoying it. It’s been a wonderful experience. 

■ WHAT inspires you? 

The beautiful coastline. I like taking photographs of 
the children as well. I also like taking photographs of 
things that other people wouldn’t take. 

■ WHAT are the highlights of the festival for 
you? 

Just meeting so many people and hearing all the 
lovely comments that they make about, not only my 
work, but other people’s work too. It’s been a really 
good way to network with other artists and we are 
going to be having an exhibition in here with another 
artist later on this year. Things just snowball and it’s 
been fabulous really. 

■ WHY does a small town like Lyme Regis pro¬ 
duce so many good artists? 



Well it would have to be the coastline that inspires 
people really. They say that in St Ives in Cornwall it’s 
the light but there is something special about the coast¬ 
line here that gets peoples juices flowing a bit. 

■ HOW does it feel to first get appreciation for 
your work? 

It’s a wonderful feeling, it’s really exciting. When you 
take photographs you look at it yourself and you won- 
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der if it’s good or not. When somebody else appreci¬ 
ates what you’ve seen in the viewfinder it’s really re¬ 
warding. 

■ ARE there any photographers you take your in¬ 
spiration from? 

I like the old 1930s photographers. I think those old 
black and white photographs have a timeless quality. 
I do my own printing and developing and I just like 
the timelessness of black and white photography. 
There is something more instant with digital photog¬ 
raphy and that has its own excitement but I like all 
types. I’ve got a box brownie as well. You just get dif¬ 
ferent feels and different looks, I like to bring out dif¬ 
ferent emotions in a photograph. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, CD you lis¬ 
tened to and film you watched? 

I belong to the book club in Charmouth and we are 
currently reading “The Catcher in the Rye”. The last 
book I read though was “The Maid of Buttermere” by 
Melvyn Bragg, which evokes a wonderful feeling 
about the Lake District. 

The last CD was Sergio Mendes, he is a brazillian mu- 
sicain, I’ve always listened to that type of thing. The 
last film I watched was Toy Story 3 with the children. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a 
dinner party? 

It would have to be Marvin Gaye, he would be good 
company. Cecil Beaton the photographer and Gregory 
Peck.

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Hate crime victim receives top justice award 


A HATE-CRIME victim 
from Dorchester who 
turned his experience into 
a tireless fight against 
racism has been recog¬ 
nised with a top accolade. 

During the Dorset Jus¬ 
tice Awards ceremony 
Khalique Miah was hon¬ 
oured for his Individual 
Contribution to Diversity 
and presented with the 
Overall Award for Out¬ 
standing Achievement in 
2010 . 

Mr Miah, who was sub¬ 
jected to a racial attack, 
used the experience to 
channel his energy into 
creating a greater cultural 
understanding between the 
area’s community. 

Mr Miah worked with 
different communities in 
Dorset to arrange The One 
World Festival, which 
proved so successful it has 
become a regular event in 
Dorchester. 

In Mr Miah’s citation de¬ 


livered by Chief Superin¬ 
tendent Gill Donnell 
MBE, she said: 
“Khalique’s life changed 
after being a victim of a 
racist attack. Khalique had 
to deal with the inevitable 
police enquiry, the court 
case and seeing the as¬ 
sailants jailed. 

“Khalique has given his 
time and energy solely in 
the pursuit of creating a 
greater understanding be¬ 
tween people of different 
cultures.” 

Khalique was over¬ 
whelmed by his success. 

He said: “As well as 
thanking Inspector Fry and 
Kris Hallett of Dorset 
Community Action, I 
would like to thank Alis¬ 
tair Chisholm for all his 
help. And I could not have 
achieved all of this with¬ 
out the help and support of 
my family, and their unwa¬ 
vering belief in me.”

Nominated by Inspector 
Fry of Dorchester Police, 
he said in his citation:

Kris has worked on the 
Crossways Open Spaces

receive this award. I gain

Illegal immigrants caught

THE clamp down on illegal immigrants in 
Dorchester continued with the arrest of 
another fast-food worker as the UK Bor¬ 
der Agency swooped on the town. 

Acting on intelligence, officers from the 
agency went to Peking Town, High East 
Street, Dorchester, where they arrested a 
49-year-old Malaysian woman who was 
working illegally in the restaurant’s 
kitchen. 

The woman, whose visa had expired, 
was taken to Weymouth police station fol¬ 
lowing the raid on September 23rd, where 
she was later released on immigration 
bail. 

She must now report weekly to a local 
police station while arrangements are 
made to deport her. 

In a separate incident a man was found 
hiding from agency officials in a cupboard 
when they raided Portland Spice, Easton 
Square, Portland. 

A 32-year-old Bangladeshi man was 
found working illegally in the business’s 
kitchen when officers entered the prem¬ 
ises at 7.20pm on September 14th. 

The man, who had overstayed his visa, 
tried to flee when officers arrived but was 
apprehended and taken to Weymouth po¬ 
lice station before being transferred to im¬ 
migration detention where he remains 
pending deportation. 

Both Peking Town and Portland Spice 
are being issued with a civil penalty notice 
for employing an illegal worker. 

If the employers are unable to prove 
they carried out the correct right-to-work 
checks on their staff, a fine of up to 


£10,000 each will be imposed. 

Damian Green, the Immigration Minis¬ 
ter, said: “The Government has tasked the 
UK Border Agency with carrying out an 
intense period of enforcement activity 
over the summer. We are determined to 
make it harder than ever for illegal immi¬ 
grants to come to the UK. 

“Illegal immigration puts pressure on 
public services, local communities and le¬ 
gitimate businesses at a time when this 
country cannot afford it. 

“That’s why the UK Border Agency is 
working to cut out illegal employment, 
sham marriages, bogus colleges and or¬ 
ganised traffickers, being used by foreign 
nationals to try and stay in the UK ille¬ 
gally.” 

Jane Farleigh, Regional Director of the 
UK Border Agency in the South West, 
added: “As this successful operation 
shows, my officers are carrying out fre¬ 
quent visits targeting illegal workers 
across Dorset. 

“Our enforcement visits are always 
based on information received and we ap¬ 
peal to the public to let us know when 
they have information about suspected 
immigration offenders.” 

Employers unsure of the steps they need 
to take to avoid employing illegal workers 
can call the UK Border Agency’s Employ¬ 
ers Helpline on 0300 123 4699. 

Anyone who suspects illegal workers 
are being employed at a business should 
contact Crimestoppers on 0800 555111 or 
visit www. ukba.homeoffice. gov. uk/re- 
port-immigration-crime. 
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John Wiseman, chair of 
the Dorset Criminal Jus¬ 
tice Board, presented the 
seventeen award winning 
teams and individuals with 
their awards. 

He said: “This award 
ceremony has given us the 
opportunity to recognise 
some of the committed and 
dedicated people that work 
and volunteer in our crim¬ 
inal justice system. 

“The hard work and en¬ 


thusiasm of our staff helps 
us to bring offenders to 
justice, care for victims 
and witnesses and work to 
rehabilitate offenders and 
reduce their likelihood of 
re-offending. 

“Each of the recipients 
today and worthy winners 
who have gone the extra 
mile in their role and made 
a difference not only to 
victims but witnesses and 
potential offenders.

The military encampments were well set 
out and allowed glimpses into the lives of 
the soldiers and their families. 

Families were cooking, eating, drinking, 
and carrying out chores exactly as they 
would have done over 200-years-ago. 

Demonstrations included food smoking, 
with the opportunity to purchase some beef, 
venison or vegetarian jerky, fruity bits, hand-

made curds and smoked cheeses. 

The Grumpy Old Charcoal Burner, a pur¬ 
veyor of wood and stuff, authentic tallow 
and beeswax candles, shoes and boots, 
firearms, swords, handmade jewellery, and 
Bemie the Bolt cloth merchant all plied their 
wares as people passed by. 

And the more adventurous could have a go 
at sword drills and theatrical combat. 

Crowds gathered to watch the many dis¬ 
plays throughout the day. 

Nelson’s Navy Cutlass Drill, both Allied 
and French Drills, an Artillery Display, a 
Cavalry Skill at Arms display and a full 
blown battle all added to the excitement, 


grabbing the attention of adults and children 
alike. Cannons were primed and fired, and 
for the more genteel there was even a 
demonstration of Regency dancing. 

Inside the house was perhaps one of the 
highlights of the weekend, a fantastic model 
of the Battle of Waterloo with over 7,000 
model soldiers covering an area of some 35ft 
by 10ft. 

The indoor fair offered books, models, cos¬ 
tumes, and a whole range of memorabilia 
from the Napoleonic Wars. 

And the Sharpe Appreciation Society was 
in attendance for those devoted followers of 
the series, with Jason Salkey, alias Rifleman 
Harris, on hand to talk to fans and sign au¬ 
tographs.

A former architect, Thomas Hardy designed his 
home Max Gate and lived there with his wife Emma 
until his death in 1928. 

In 1994 the house was purchased by the National 
Trust with tennants Andrew and Marilyn Leah mov¬ 
ing in shortly after. 

Since then, the couple have opened the hall, draw¬ 
ing room, dining room and garden to the general 
public, welcoming thousands of Hardy fans over the 
years. 

The Thomas Hardy Society are now preparing to 
say goodbye to Andrew and Marilyn after sixteen 
years. And a day of celebration has been planned for 
Saturday, October 9th to mark the occasion. 

The day will begin with a walk around Abbots- 
bury, a joint venture with the Jurassic Coast Trust,

This will be followed at 6pm by a tour of the 
Brewery Square Development in Dorchester under 
the guidance of founding director Andrew 
Wadsworth.

Following the meal there will be an opportunity to 
hear a past recording of Hardy’s poetry read by a 
number of famous people. 

Originally captured on vinyl 40-years-ago, the 
voices have now been transferred to CD and include 
Richard Burton, the poet C Day-Lewis, Ian Holm 
and Barbara Jefford.

Wednesday 

September 29 2010 

view from news 

viewonline24/7 

viewfromonline.co.uk 


Russian choir return 

THE Russian Chamber Choir will be making a re¬ 
turn visit to Dorchester. 

Saturday, October 2nd will see the choir per¬ 
forming in St Mary's Church. Under the direction 
of the Siberian born Jurij Maruk they will perform 
a programme of 17th - 20th century European 
choral music together with various arrangements 
of Russian folksongs. 

Each member of the choir has studied at the St 
Petersburg Conservatoire in Russia and is an ac¬ 
complished soloist in his own right. 

Jurij Maruk himself has led the Novosibirsk 
Chamber Choir, the Wladimir Choir from Moscow, 
the Marininski Theatre Sacred Music Choir, and 
the St Petersburg Radio and Television Choir. 

He began his musical training under Professor 
Boris Pewsner at the Novosibirsk State Conserva¬ 
toire, studying there from 1980 - 1985. 

And among the singers in the choir is a gentle¬ 
man called Anatoli Artamonov, their Basso Pro- 
fundo, one of only two singers in St Petersburg 
able to create the depth of bass sound which so 
distinguishes Russian Choirs. 

"This will be the choir's second visit to the 
county town, and we are delighted to welcome 
them again this year," said John Lock, Director of 
Music at St Mary's. 

During their stay in this country they will be per¬ 
forming in cathedrals, abbeys, castles and some 
of the larger parish churches, bringing their own 
particular brand of music to hundreds of people. 

Tickets for the Saturday evening performance in 
St Mary's, commencing at 7.30pm, cost £10 for 
adults and £5 for students, and can be obtained 
from Harmony Music in Dorchester or on the 
door.

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Hardy exhibition 
opens at museum 


A NEW exhibition focusing on 
Dorset’s most famous author will 
be opening in the county muesum, 
Dorchester, next month. 

“Thomas Hardy on Stage and 
Screen” opens at Dorset County 
Museum on Monday, October 
11th. This new exhibition exam¬ 
ines the author’s relationship with 
dramatic adaptations of his novels 
and stories for the stage, screen 
and TV. 

The exhibition centres on 
Hardy’s work with the Hardy Play¬ 
ers, an amateur dramatic group 
which dramatised and staged his 
works between 1908 and 1924. 

Earlier this year Dorset County 
Museum acquired a unique collec¬ 
tion of documents from the Hardy 
Players which were used in bring¬ 


ing Hardy’s work to a public audi¬ 
ence. 

This new exhibition traces the 
development of the Hardy Players, 
the production of their plays in 
Dorchester, Weymouth and Lon¬ 
don and features some of the cos¬ 
tumes they wore. 

As well as the theatrical produc¬ 
tions, there have been many adap¬ 
tations of Hardy’s work for film 
and television, some of which have 
been shot in the area and feature 
local landmarks. 

Posters, photographs and film 
clips familiar to many are dis¬ 
played alongside long-lost footage 
of some of the earliest of Hardy 
film adaptations. 

The exhibition will also tell the 


story of the New Hardy Players, 
inspired by Norrie Woodhall, the 
last of the original Hardy Players 
and sister of their star performer, 
Gertrude Bugler. 

Formed in 2005 to celebrate Nor¬ 
rie’s 100th birthday, The New 
Hardy Players have now brought 
these plays to a new 21st century 
audience in Dorset. 

The exhibition is part of a larger 
project, Hardy’s Wessex Sprung to 
Life, which is being funded by a 
grant from the Heritage Lottery 
Fund. It will be the precursor to a 
permanent exhibition in the Writ¬ 
ers Gallery of Dorset County Mu¬ 
seum. 

The exhibition runs until 11 De¬ 
cember 2010. 


Parkinson's walk raises £2,500

A GROUP of hikers, including a nurse from Dorset 
County Hospital, have trekked llmiles along the 
Jurassic Coast to raise money for Parkinson’s Disease.

Among the walkers on Saturday were local Parkin¬ 


son’s Disease Nurse Specialists Liza Villanueva, 
based at Dorset County Hospital, and Alison Bush 
from Poole Hospital, who were keen to raise funds and 
awareness of Parkinson’s disease. 

So far the walk has raised £2,500. 

Paul Jackson-Clark, Director of Fundraising at 
Parkinson’s UK, said: “Taking part in this event is a 
fantastic way to raise vital funds to support our work 
in the South West. 

“As the UK’s Parkinson’s support and research char¬ 
ity we’re leading the work to find a cure, and we’re 
closer than ever.

Parents' support for lifesaving unit 


TWELVE months ago Luke May’s 
chances of surviving a life saving 
operation hung in the balance. 

Luke was only six weeks old 
when he fell critically ill with a 
congenital diaphragmatic hernia 
and was admitted to the Paediatric 
Intensive Care Unit (PICU) at 
Southampton General Hospital in 
June 2009. 

The condition, which can be 
fatal, affects one in 5,000 babies 
and is normally diagnosed at or be¬ 
fore birth, and it took all the ex¬ 
pertise of the staff on PICU to save 
his life during emergency surgery. 

Eight weeks later he underwent 
another operation to remove his 
right lung crushed by his bowel 
which led to the emergency. It is 
believed that no child so young 
had survived such an operation, 
but with the skills of the surgeons 
and the commitment of the PICU 
staff, Luke did survive. 

Lor 11 months, in which he had 
another ten major operations, Luke 
was cared and supported by the 
doctors and nurses of PICU, and in 
May this year, just after his first 
birthday, he finally returned to his 
home in Bridport. 

Although he still needs constant 
care, he is learning to live the life 
of a normal child at home with his 
family. 

Last year his uncle, Dan, took 
part in the Great South Run in 
Portsmouth in aid of the unit that 


saved his nephew’s life and raised 
over £3,000, and, this year, his par¬ 
ents Julia and Julian will be look¬ 
ing to raise more money for PICU 
when they take part in the event. 

Uncle Dan will also be running 
again to show his support. 

Mum Julia said: “Words cannot 
express our thanks to everyone at 
PICU for saving Luke’s life. Their 
dedication, skill and commitment 
were outstanding, and we are so 
grateful to them for what they have 
done. 

“Over the course of the 11 
months he was in hospital we saw 
so many other children that were 
admitted to the unit with serious 
medical problems, and every 
member of the staff regardless of 
the situation were committed to 
each and everyone, and although 
our efforts are so small in compar¬ 
ison to theirs, the least we can do 
is to raise some money to help 
fund the unit for other parents. 

“Any child needing intensive 
care in the West Dorset area would 
be treated at Southampton General 
Hospital so it is a very worthwhile 
charity to support. 

“Until you have been in the posi¬ 
tion we were, you cannot compre¬ 
hend what is involved and how 
much it costs. There is still some 
way to go before Luke makes a full 
recovery, but we invite anybody, 
regardless of the amount, to help 
give other children the chance 


Luke has had through PICU’s ded¬ 
ication.” 

PICU is the regional centre for 
the South of England, and one of 
only nine tertiary care centres in 
the UK. This means that any child 
needing intensive care in the 
south of England would be likely 
to receive treatment there. 

As there are only 11 purpose 
built bed spaces, the unit can be¬ 
come full quite quickly. More than 
700 children are admitted each 
year, many from A & E depart¬ 
ments across the region or follow¬ 
ing major surgery. Children from 
newborn to 17 years are cared for 
in the specialist unit. This may be 
due to massive trauma following a 
road traffic accident, or other seri¬ 
ous illnesses, or as a result of seri¬ 
ous heart disease in tiny babies. 

The unit encourages family cen¬ 
tred care by incorporating the fam¬ 
ily in the care of their child, and 
providing family accommodation 
to help the families cope with the 
trauma of their child being admit¬ 
ted to the unit. 

Running such a service requires 
high standards of care, and this re¬ 
quires frequent investment. The 
charity, Lriends of PICU, aims to 
support this work by helping to 
purchase new life saving equip¬ 
ment, as well as toys, baby equip¬ 
ment and in the near future a new 
ambulance. 

The average cost of a night on the 
ward before any medical interven¬

Doing it the French wa 
at the Town Mill Baker 


D OWN at the Town Mill 
Bakery in Lyme Regis, 
they are doing it the 
French way. 

The popular organic bakery 
and restaurant is introducing a 
classic French bread - Pain de 
Campagne - to its already wide 
range of products. 

Pain de Campagne (country 
bread) is typically a large round 
loaf (‘miche”) made from a natu¬ 
ral leavening similar to, but not 
as sour as, American sourdough. 

The bread is made with a com¬ 
bination of white flour, whole¬ 
wheat flour and rye flour, water, 
leavening and salt. 

For centuries, French villages 
had communal ovens where the 
residents would bring their 
dough to be baked and the 


miches weighed from four to as 
much as 12 pounds. Such loaves 
would feed a family for days or 
weeks until the next baking day. 

Pain du Campagne has been in¬ 
troduced to the already exten¬ 
sive range of breads at the Town 
Mill Bakery in Coombe Street by 
French master baker Jorge Fer- 
nadez Picon. 

Jorge was born in Tiassale on 
the Ivory Coast in 1972. At the 
age of two, he and his mother 
moved to the Languedoc-Roussil- 
lon region of France to a small 
village on the outskirts of Mont¬ 
pellier. It was there that Jorge’s 
mother met Boni, the local baker 
who later became Jorge’s stepfa¬ 
ther. Jorge grew up in the bak¬ 
ery and gained a passion for 
baking at a young age. Unlike

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View 2 Music 


Touching from 
a distance ... 


T O SOME it might sound avidly morbid, to others a crushing bore, but 
to the group of "View Fromers"who made the journey to the North 
West at the weekend, it was a fascinating insight into an area that 
has produced some of the most influential and iconic bands of the last 30- 
odd years, writes JAMES COLES. 

We joined Inspiral Carpets drummer Craig Gill for one of his Manchester 
Music Tours, asking for a special emphasis to be put on places associated 
with seminal bands Joy Division and The Smiths. Neither are the jolliest of 
bands, at least lyrically, but both to this day - years after they disbanded - 
attract armies of loyal followers. 

The affable Craig, who can't help but be a name dropper having had first 
hand experience of working with many of the big names of the Manches¬ 
ter music scene, has been a member of the Inspirals since the band first 
formed in the early 1980s. 

He is more than qualified to be offering such a tour. Noel Gallagher 
worked as a roadie for Craig's band before finding fame with Oasis, and - 
as well as being a drummer - was also a resident DJ at Manchester super¬ 
club,The Hagenda. And it was at The Hagenda that our tour began. 

The famous club, now the site of a new apartment block, closed in 1997 
after a series of gang related and security problems, which meant it was 
totally relying on alcohol sales to try and turn a profit. But its place in music 
history is assured, with the club having hosted early gigs by the likes of 
The Smiths to even Madonna. 

Originally conceived by New Order manager Rob Gretton and largely 
funded by the band's label, Factory Records, label boss Tony Wilson and 
New Order themselves, the club was the first in the country to play house 
music and a key-player in the whole acid house and 'Madchester'scenes. 

Our whistle-stop tour continued with a visit to Smiths frontman Morris¬ 
sey's former Stretford home where, many years ago, a young Johnny Marr 
knocked on the door in the hope of forming a band with the introverted 
young man who lived there. 

Just a little further along the King's Road is the iron bridge mentioned in 
the The Smiths' song 'Still III': "Under the iron bridge we kissed / And al¬ 
though I ended up with sore lips/It just wasn't like the old days anymore." 
We stopped off for an obvious photo opportunity. 

Other places of interest to Smiths fans we visited included the gates to 
Southern Cemetery in Chorlton-cum-Hardy (the inspiration to the song 
'Cemetry Gates'from The Queen Is Dead) and Strangeways Prison in the 
city centre (from where the band took the name for their 1987 record, 
Strangeways, Here We Come). 

But the highlight was a tour of Salford Lads Club, on Coronation Street 
in Salford, outside which The Smiths were famously photographed at the 
peak of their success. At first the club tried to disassociate itself from the 
band but has since learnt to embrace it, even devoting a room as a shrine 
to Morrissey and his former band. 

The club was originally opened in 1903, and since then has been organ¬ 
ising recreational activities for the youth in the tough, inner city area of 
Ordsall. Club worker and local artist Leslie Holmes conducted the tour, 
which showed to us just how important clubs like this one still are, espe¬ 
cially in the country's urban areas. 

The Joy Division part of the main tour involved travelling some miles out 
of the city, with stop-offs in Stockport (the home of Strawberry Studios, 
where Joy Division cut their debut album Unknown Pleasures) and further 
afield in Macclesfield, Cheshire, to visit frontman Ian Curtis'final home and 
the memorial stone to him in the grounds of the local crematorium. 

On our journey back into the city we stopped off on Palatine Road to see 
the site of Factory Records'first offices and in Hulme, where Factory began 
as a club night - some time before the idea of a record label was mooted 
- at The Russell Club on Royce Road. 

There was still time for us to recreate the famous shot of Joy Division on 
the bridge over Princess Parkway (to go with our earlier effort replcating 
The Smiths'shot outside Salford Lads Club) before the tour drew to a close. 
# As well as Joy Division and Oasis, Craig Gill also offers general Manches¬ 
ter music tours as well as one devoted just to Oasis. If you're interested in

The golden stars were whirl'd amid their race, 
And on the earth did with their twinkling light, 
When each thing nestled in his resting place, 
Forget day's pain with pleasures of the night; 
The hare had not the greedy hounds in sight, 
The fearful deer of death stood not in doubt, 
The partridge dreamt not of the falcon's foot. 

WHO would not wish for 'The Quiet Life' - 'in 
health of body, peace of mind'- as described 
in this classic poem by Alexander Pope (1688- 
1744)? 


The Quiet Life 

Happy the man whose wish and care 
A few paternal acres bound, 

Content to breath the native air 
In his own ground. 

Whose herds with milk, whose fields with bread, 
Whose flocks supply him with attire, 
Whose trees in summer yield him shade,

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BIGGEST STORYLINE EVER? | Speaking on the This Morning, Shane Richie was in 
buoyant mood about his return to EastEnders and tipped his latest storyline to be 
one of the biggest in the soap's history. 

Kat and Alfie Moon, played by Richie and co-star Jessie Wallace, waved goodbye 
to Albert Square in 2005, but five years on they're making a return to EastEnders. 
Shane Richie said: 

"Tony Jordan who created the Slaters and the Moons, he had this great idea that 
there should be a 'spin off'with Kat and Alfie and the idea was that they make it to 
Vegas and this whole scam went on... Sadly that didn't happen, but Alfie's been 
up to some dodgy deals and it all comes back to bite him on the backside later 
on..." 

Shane added, "We did [these first scenes] three months ago and so much has 
happened since...Kat is pregnant and we don't know if it's mine - she calls me a 
'jaffer' being seedless....and we do find out if Alfie is or isn't [the dad]. But this is 
the whole build up now to Kat making a nest for the baby." 

He also told host Phillip Schofield they'd be moving into the pub: "Yes. Kat and 
Alfie are in the Queen Vic and it looks very much like it did when we left in 2005 - 
but of course they are rebuilding sets because we're going HD. So we go make up 
at 9.30am and botox at 9.45am!" 

Talking about the moment he got the call to return, Shane explains, "We had a 
meeting last year and we got told about the storyline, which was going to be an 
on-going story for the best part of a year, maybe two years... and we kind of went 
'Wow!'...and I can honestly say, it's going to be the biggest soap story I think in 
probably the history of soaps." 

He added, "I'm putting my neck on the line, and it's a big thing to say but we've 
recently had another meeting with the exec producer and me and Jessie are almost 
foaming at the mouth knowing what's going to happen! It really is going to be 
massive."

Asked if this year's acts were the best yet, he said: "In terms of what I've seen so 
far, particularly in that girls category, it should be a stronger year." 

The final 32 were announced last night before the judges houses section of the 
hitTV talent show start next week, and whilst Cheryl Cole was delighted with being 
given the girls, Cowell and Louis Walsh - who were given the groups and the un¬ 
fancied over-28 category respectively - were less impressed.

Independent driving introduced into tests 


INDEPENDENT driving will be introduced into 
the British driving test next Monday (4 October). 

Candidates in all main categories of test will be 
asked to spend around 10 minutes demonstrating 
their ability to drive safely without step-by-step di¬ 
rections from an examiner. 

Road Safety Minister Mike Penning said: 


"The independent driving assessment gives test 
candidates the chance to show they have the nec¬ 
essary skills to cope with the sort of traffic condi¬ 
tions they will face every day. 

"Learning those skills from the very start of the 
driving process will help make new drivers safer." 

At the moment the examiner gives directions 


throughout the test. But during the independent 
drive, the candidate will have to follow traffic signs 
or a short series of verbal directions, or a combi¬ 
nation of both. To help candidates understand 
where they are going when following verbal di¬ 
rections, the examiner will show a diagram. Can¬ 
didates can also ask for a reminder as they drive.

Having won a point-to-point in Ireland, lost his way in his only 
race, a novice hurdle at Newbury in April, after joining the sta¬ 
ble earlier in the year. However appears to have recovered and 
should be expecting good things in the future. 
BALLYGULLEEN. (G) 8-years old. (Lord Americo - Endless Pa¬ 
tience) 

Won his first two races of the season, but sustained suspensory 
ligament damage at Wincanton, which put him outforthe rest 
of the season. Back in fine form for this season and will go 
handicap chasing. 

CHARMING OSCAR. (G) 8-years old. (Oscar Shindler - Lady of 
the West). 

Had a fetlock problem which took time to recover, But Stillwell 
handicapped and should win plenty of races over 3 miles if his 
fetlock stands up to it 

CLYFFE HANGER. (G/S) 10-years old. (Taipan - French Thistle) 
Ran some very good races last season without winning. His 
jumping has improved and will go novice chasing this season 
and has the ability to win over 3 miles. 

CRANK HILL. (S) 8-years old. (Shambo - Mariners Air) 

A really lovely horse to train. A very consistent chaser who de¬ 
veloped a throat problem late in the season, for which he had 
an operation in the summer. Appears to have recovered well 
and will hopefully bring him back to form. 

CULLAHILL. (G) 8-years old. (Good Thyne - Rossacrowe Gale) 
Having been out for year with a strained tendon, came back in 
early summer to win and be placed in tree chases, before run¬ 
ning a super race to finish second at Newton Abbot in July. Had 
a throat operation in the summer which appears successful. 
Ran well at Worcester last week in a warm up race over a 
shorter distance before a Grade 2 chase at Chepstow in Octo¬ 
ber. 

DONTSAYATHING. (G) 6-years old. (Sayarshan - Executive Lass) 
Useful third and second at Exeter last autumn. However picked 
up tendon injury which will keep him out for the year. 
DOUBLE DIZZY. (S/G) 9-years old. (Double Trigger - Miss 
Diskin) 

Ran well in Irish Grand National in April until he fell five from 
home. Will be entered in all the big cross-country and handicap 
chases this season. He will win another big race but has to be 
in the right mood. 

DOUBLE OR QUITZ (S/G) 5-years old (Relief Pitcher - Straight 
Courage) 

A great young horse from a late maturing family who has ma¬ 
tured a lot recently and still has the makings of a chaser in a 
year or two's time. Has had a few introductory runs in bumpers 
and will be starting hurdling in the near future. 

ELLIE WIGGINS. (G) 4 years old. (Wace - River Reine) 

A big mare out of River Reine whi is still growing and develop¬ 
ing. Had one run for experience in bumper at Worcester in May. 
Will have two more bumpers before going hurdling. 
ETHIOPIA. (G) 7 years old. (Silver Patriarch - Anhaar) 

Having won a handicap hurdle and novice chase at Plumpton's 
undulating course in spring was found out for speed on flat 
Worcester track. Lesson learned, will revert to staying tracks in 
future where he should be difficult to beat. 

FLAG FLIER. (G) 7 years old. (Alflora - Glenns Slipper) 

Ran some good races last season without winning. His last race 
at the fast Worcester track in July was disappointing and con¬ 
firmed she does not like real firm ground. Will have one more 
race over hurdles before trying fences. 

FUN GUY. (G) 6-years old. (Fleetwood - Aifung) 

Very classy horse that finished fourth in first run in bumper at 
Newton Abbot. Could have won had he not run out on first cor¬ 
ner but showed good potential in running on. Still growing 
and maturing and should develop into a good hurdler once he 
grows up. Signs that he might need a throat operation, and 
doesn't like soft ground. 

JOHNNY RED (G/S) 4-years old (Anshan - Miss Faithlegg) 

One of the Alner's horses who finished fifth in his one run in a 
bumper. Looks an exciting prospect. Will have two more 
bumper races before trying hurdles. 

JOHN'S GIFT. (S/G) 6-years old (Kadastrof- Connaughts Pride) 
Won a bumper at Wincanton in November. Another who has 
taken a long time to mature and is not a natural jumper but 
finished second over hurdles in his last race out atTaunton. Will 
have one more hurdle race then novice chasing. 

MISTER MATT. (S/G) 6-years old. (Alflora - Swing Quartet) 
Joined the stable last summer and had two races, finishing 
good second at Fonwell and third to Crack Away Jack at 
Sandown in the other. Broke down with strained ligaments but 
will be back this year. 

MIZZURKA. (G) 6-years old. (Alflora - Miss Diskin) 

A big mare with real stamina, she is rapidly becoming one of 
the star's of the yard. A half sister to Double Dizzy we are ulti¬ 
mately looking at her as a top chaser. An exciting prospect 
which we are nurturing. She showed great promise last season 
in winning three bumper (NH flat races) in a row including the 
Dbs/e.b.f. Mares' Standard Open Nh Flat Race Final that quali¬ 
fied her to be listed in bold black type; recognition of a top 
class horse, that will enhance her breeding value considerably. 
Unfortunately she did not run to expectation in her last race of 
the campaign, the John Smith's Mares' Standard Open Nh Flat 
Race at Aintree where the ground was too firm for her. I've al¬ 
ways thought she was a lovely mare, and she was impressive 
last season. Not many horses win three bumpers in a row. I am 
undecided about the next stage of her development however. 
A season point-to-pointing would be ideal, but as a profes¬ 
sional trainer I am not allowed to train other people's horses at 


point-to-point. This leaves me with another season maturing 
by going over hurdles or to go straight to novice chasing. She's 
not a natural hurdler, and she showed a superb attitude in 
schooling over fences, so we might go for the latter for experi¬ 
ence and build her strength. 

OVER THE FLOW. (G) 8-years old. (Overbury - Flow) 

Returned from jumping school full of confidence and ran sev¬ 
eral good races last term culminating in winning a novices 
handicap chase at Newton Abbot in May. Could be better than 
average and one to watch. 

POWER LORD. (G/S) 5-years old. (Subtle Power - Quarry Girl) 
Has been point-to-pointing in Ireland. He will have one 
bumper race before going over hurdles, and is for sale. 

QUIX (G/S) 4-years old (Teeno Mill - Fair Mix) 

Purchased from Michael Hourigan in Ireland this summer. A re¬ 
ally athletic, big horse that jumps really well and could be an 
up and coming star for the stable. Like Mizzurka, will be nur¬ 
tured over the next couple of years to make him into a top 
horse. Should win a bumper this year. 

READY OR NOT. (S/G) 7-years old. (Oscar - Ou la la) 

Purchased at the Doncaster sales in the summer of last year. 
Showed good form in last three races this spring. Making 
noises at back end of the season so had a throat operation in 
the summer and is back in work. Will race over both hurdles 
and fences this season. 

RIVER INDUS. (S/G) 10-years old. (Rakaposhi King - Flow). 
Another real star that once again showed his consistency, 
being placed in six of his nine races last season. However has 
been semi-retired after a wonderful career where he was 
placed in half his races with four wins. Will go hunting for the 
first half of the season, and hopefully return to handicap chas¬ 
ing after the New Year. 

ROYAL RAPTURE. (G/S) 7-years old (Rakaposhi King - Eu- 
phorie) 

A point to point winner she had a long rest due to an operation 
for a breathing problem. Had one race over hurdles at Fontwell 
in the summer before joining the stable, where it is hoped that 
they can resurrect her racing career. 

SEAVIEW LAD. (G/S) 7-years old. (Sonus - Nice Little Earner) 
New to the yard last season. Much better horse than his two 
hurdle results to date indicate.The summer break has brought 
him on and we will continue to strengthen him up. 

SILVER SUTTON (G/S) 7-years old. (Quick Million - 
Baryshinikov) 

Been in training at another stable but never raced. Had good 
summer out and now back in training. An interesting prospect 
that will go hurdling later in the season. 

TIGER BREEZE. (G/S) 4-years old (Roar Of The Tiger (USA) - M S 
Gripsholm (USA)) 

Just joined the stable from Liz Crowley. Had two flat races over 
seven furlongs without success and will now go juvenile hur¬ 
dling. 

THE SAWYER. (S) 10 years old. (Fleetwood - Green Hand) 

A great character and another very consistent horse. However 
like many of the horses, the handicapper hasn't made life easy 
for him, but he still ran some brilliant races, winning the Victor 
Chandler at Ascot and the Betfair Trophy at Cheltenham to¬ 
gether with a magnificent third in the Betfair Ascot Chase. 
May next go to Aintree in November. 

UMTALI. (G/S) 3 years old. (Dr Fong - Travesty) 

This gelding has been bred for the flat and hasn't run yet. The 
3-year-old will start his career running in bumpers. 

There are a number of new horses in the stable that have been 
purchased as investments for the future either by Buckler or 
their owners. They have either not yet run or need to mature 
before they race. 

One is The Happy Warrior who is owned by Nick Elliot. The 2- 
year-old is a half brother to Warlord who was also owned by 
Elliot, and who was tragically killed in a fall at Wincanton three 
years ago when another horse crossed his path as they 
jumped. 

Buckler confessed that he had never had a more potentially 
outstanding horse. The 6-year-old's death badly affected the 
stable, and whilst Buckler has trained others who have brought 
the stable great success since, there has never been a horse to 
replace him. 

"Warlord was potentially the best horse I have ever trained, 
and if he hadn't been killed I believe would now be one of the 
best horses in racing, and if his half brother is half as good he 
will be an excellent horse." 

Another is an unnamed 2-year-old gelding out of another 
Buckler horse Miss Diskin and General Gambol. He has already 
been broken, backed and turned away. 

The unnamed 4-year-old from Robert Alner's stable is out of 
Loop Sauvage and Dance Slave, and is yet unraced but shown 
ability. He had a breathing operation before joining Buckler 
and they are currently finding out more about him.

Whilst he has recorded the world's fastest 
800m this year in 2min 11 secs, he is running 
quicker in training equivalent to the current 
world record of 2min 07secs. 

He currently trains at Bath University six 
times a week under the IPC Development 
programme and is believed to be the only 
ambulant athlete selected from the pro¬ 
gramme. 


Paul will leave for Auckland on January 3rd 
where he will train with the rest of his col¬ 
leagues for two weeks before moving on to 
Christchurch where the games will be held in 
the QEII Stadium between January 21st and 
30th.This is the first time the competition has 
been held outside Europe. 

Whilst all his other team mates represented 
GB in the 2008 Beijing Olympics, this will be 
the first time Paul, who will celebrate his 21 st 
birthday whilst down under, has represented 
his country, and he was naturally excited by 
the prospect. 

In an exclusive interview with View From, 
his mother Kate said: "He has been working 
very hard and his times this year have been 
very encouraging, but he was not taking any¬ 
thing for granted. It was a big relief therefore 
when the team was announced, and now he 
is very excited at the prospect of competing 
and representing his country. 

"It is also a great boost to him that the com¬ 
mittee are confident enough to name him for 
the 400m despite the fact he has yet to reg¬ 
ister an official time in this event. However he 
is racing in Germany in December where 
hopefully he will get the qualifying time."
